And What Have You

We join all of the sports fans 
in this area in congratulating Robert 
Bolden for his performance at the 
State Track and Field meet in Austin 
this past Friday. As seems to be 
Bolden’s habit this year he not only 
seta new meet record but also came 
away with high individual honors for 
the day. 
Bolden set anew record in the 
long jump (it use to be called the 
broad jump but for some reason it 
seems to have been changed to the 
long jump) by surpassing any of his 
previous jumps by over two feet. 


We were disappointed and know 
that Bolden was also in not being able 
to capture the first place ribbon in 
the IOO. He just missed it by a hair 
as he got off to a bad start and still 
came in for a close second. His 9.6 
time tied the old record but the win­ 
ningtime was 9.5 and anew record. 


The tragedy at Kent State 
where four students were killed as 
militant students closed in on Na­ 
tional Guard troops with bricks and 
stones seemed to be one of the main 
subjects of conversation for the past 
few days. 
While we regret these deaths 
and our heart goes out to the parents 
of these youngsters, we can only say 
that it is amazing that it has taken 
this long for such a tragedy to hap­ 
pen. You can simply not have mob 
rule without violence. And in spite 
of all of their fancy slogans and sup­ 
posedly justified causes—that is all 
that these students and non-students 
marching and demonstrating are af­ 
ter. 
We really cannot blame the 
students for what is going on today— 
the blame must lie with the misguid­ 
ed leaders who encourage them and 
the adults who think they must listen 
to them. 
Any honest adult can lookback 
on his past and see that from the time 
he or she was between the ages of 16 
and the early twenties that they 
thought that they knew more and ac­ 
tually knew less that at any other 
period of their lives. This is the time 
of your life when you are supposed 
to make all of your foolish mistakes 
and enjoy life before you have to set­ 
tle down to worrying about how to 
support yourself and your family. 
To us at least—this is where 
we have made our mistake because 
we have too many people taking these 
youngsters seriously. 
This is not to imply that they 
are all just a dumb bunch of kids; but 
what it means is that they have not 
yet seen enough of life to effectively 
judge what is right and what is wrong; 
what is valid and what is not valid; 
and what is possible and what is not 
possible. 
The youngsters need to go 
through this stage of trying to solve 
all of the world’s problems but at 
the same time they need less atten­ 
tion in the process. And this is where 
the left wing professors and such 
people as Dr. Spook and some of our 
Senators are at fault. In the case of 
the politicans we feel that they are 
after votes and in the case of the pro­ 
fessors we suspect that they are for 
the most part just feeding their egos. 
As we say we cannot really 
blame the kids because we do not 
know what we might have done as a 
teenager had we had the opportunity 
to be in the spotlight that these kids 
have been in for the past few years. 
We know that we were probably ob­ 
noxious enough without this added 
encouragement. 
The only answer now appears 
to be for some enlightened leader­ 
ship to get these kids’ energies fun­ 
neled in a more productive direction. 
There is a lot of good that they can 
accomplish but they won’t find it 
burning down colleges and demon­ 
strating in Washington. Nor will they 
find it in drugs or in the use of foul 
four letter words.
